Selectmen's  Report. 


The  Selectmen  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1891. 

FINANCES. 

We  congratulate  our  citizens  upon  our  still  further  im- 
proved financial  condition,  our  deficiency  being  reduced 
during  the  past  year  $  1,516.15.  At  first  glance  this  reduc- 
tion looks  small  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  when 
we  consider  the  new  water  debt  authorized  at  the  October 
meeting  of  110,500,  the  abatement  of  $1,586. 03  on  the  tax 
list  of  1885-6-7  and  8,  it  will  be  at  once  apparent  that  the 
year  1891  presents  even  a  better  account  than  did  1890. 
The  valuation  of  the  Town,  both  real  and  personal,  on  May 
1, 1891,  was  $2,609,647,  the  present  deficiency  is  $72,806.78. 
Our  entire  debt  will  be  wiped  out  by  the  sinking  fund  in 
1903.  We  have  paid  the  Cyrus  Cheever  heirs'  notes  for 
87,600,  being  all  we  owe  them ;  have  paid  our  temporary 
loan  of  $12,000,  and  have  borrowed  this  year  in  anticipation 
of  taxes  $10,000. 

STREET     LIGHTING. 

The  street  lighting  contract  was  again  given  to  Mr.  Chas. 
F.  Clark  at  3^  cents  per  lantern  per  night  under  previous 
conditions.  We  again  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  to 
the  Town's  requirements — "That  no  street  lanterns  should  be 
lighted  by  the  Town  unless  located  by  the  Selectmen."  We 
have  had  no  fault  found  with  this  department,  and  believe 
that  the  Town  has  been  lighted  as  well  and  cheaply  as  pn-M- 
ble  under  the  present  system.  We  are  at  present  lighting 
188  Lanterns,  and  the  Town  can  be  lighted  for  another  year 
for   the   same   appropriation   as  this,  if  lighted   in  the  same 
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manner.     The  cost  of  lighting  by  electric  lights  would  be 
from  $2,500  to  $3,000. 

SALEM      TURNPIKE. 

We  have  given  this  roadway  a  great  deal  of  attention,  and 
it  is  at  present  in  excellent  condition,  having  expended 
$983.22,  75  per  cent  of  which  amount  will  be  refunded  by 
the  County  of  Essex. 

STATE   AID. 

The  Town  appropriated  -$1,200  for  state  and  military  aid. 
We  have  paid  out  11,059.00,  one  half  of  which  will  be  repaid 
by  the   state.     We  refer  you  to  Auditor's  Report  for  items. 

SUITS. 

The  only  suits  the  Town  has  on  its  hands  are  those  of 
John  Kinman  against  the  town,  which  is  still  untried,  and  of 
John  Kiernan  which  is  being  defended  by  the  Lynn  and 
Boston  R.  R.  Co.,  and  we  expect  will  come  to  trial  in 
February. 

FIRE   DEPARTMENT. 

We  refer  you  to  the  Chief  Engineer's  report  for  particu- 
lars in  this  department,  and  we  wish  to  say  that  at  the  few 
fires  we  have  had  this  year,  the  hose  companies  proved  \ery 
efficient.  The  Town  appropriated  $3,500  to  buy  land  and 
build  a  hose  house  at  East  Saugus,  under  the  supervision  of 
a  committee,  who  make  the  following  report,  viz.  : 

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE   ON   NEW    HOSE    HOUSE   IN   WARD   4. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  held  on  the  9th 
day  of  March,  1891,  it  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $3,500  be 
and  is  hereby  appropriated  to  purchase  land  and  build  a 
suitable  building  for  the  use  of  the  fire  department  in 
ward  4. 

Voted,  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Engineers 
and  George  D.  Sargeant  constitute  a  committee  to  carry  the  . 
above  vote  into  effect. 
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April  29  the  committee  organized  by  the  choice  of  Arthur 
B.  Smith,  chairman,  and  Charles  I.  Hitchings,  secretary. 

Messrs.  Sargeant  and  Hitchings  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  select  a  suitable  site.  They  decided  on  the  land 
in  Franklin  square  owned  by  C.  A.  Sweetser,  which  was 
purchased  for  the  sum  of  $500. 

Messrs.  Sargeant,  Florence  and  Hitchings  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  procure  plans  and  estimates  for  proposed 
building. 

Penn  Varney,  architect,  of  Lynn,  submitted  plans  which 
were  accepted  by  the  committee. 

Bids  for  the  erection  of  the  building  were  received  from 
four  of  the  principal  builders  of  Lynn,  and  one  from  Saugus, 
three  of  the  leading  builders  of  Saugus  declining  to  make 
any  estimates.  The  committee  awarded  the  contract  to  Mr. 
Samuel  B.  Hussey  of  Lynn,  he  being  the  lowest  bidder. 

The  contract  of  Mr.  Hussey  included  piling  and  plumbing. 
The  contract  was  signed  Nov.  7,  1891.  The  building  was 
completed  and  accepted  by  the  committee  Jan.  7,  '92.

We  recommend  that  the  Town  build  equally  as  good  a 
house  at  Cliftondale  the  ensuing  year,  as  it  will  be  economy 
for  the  Town  to  own  its  hose  house,  rather  than  pay  $200 
rent  as   at   present  for   poorer   accommodations    than   they 

would  then  have. 
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POLICE. 

The  Town  appropriated  $500  for  this  department,  conse- 
quently Ave  kept  within  the  limit,  but  have  found  this  amount 
insufficient  to  police  the  Town  in  the  manner  many  citizens 
seemed  to  think  necessary,  but  we  think  the  Town  generally 
has  been  satisfied  with  the  services  rendered  by  its  police 
officers.  We  have  no  regular  officers,  all  of  our  appoint- 
ments being  of  Special  Police. 

Of  the  appropriation  of  $500  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
License  Law,  we  have  expended  $243.60,  most  of  this  having 
been  spent  at  North  Saugus  ;  two  parties  having  been  con- 
victed of  selling  liquors  illegally  in  that  part  of  the  Town. 

PUBLIC    LIBRARY. 

The  Town  has  received  this  year  from  the  County  of 
Essex  on  account  of  dog  tax,  $181.14,  and  this  has  been 
spent  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  for  books — the  Town 
having  appropriated  the  monies  to  be  received  from  this 
source  for  this  purpose. 

CEMETERY. 

Of  the  $500  appropriated  for  the  improvement  of  the  new 
part  of  the  Cemetery,  we  have  expended  $497.34,  and  have 
sold  lots  in  this  part  amounting  to  $616.50.  We  would  re- 
commend an  appropriation  of  $500  next  year,  also,  for  the 
further  improvement  of  this  part,  as  the  Town  is  likely  to 
need  more  lots  next  year  than  we  now  have.  # 

We  have  carried  the  water  from  the  street  into  the  Cem- 
etery this  year  as  it  seemed  to  be  badly  needed. 

We  appointed  Mr.  Joseph  Newhall,  Superintendent,  and 
we  believe  he  has  given  satisfaction. 

CURBING   AND  GRADING  MONUMENT  SQUARE. 

Of  the  $1,700  appropriated  for  this  purpose  we  have  ex- 
pended $1,698.98.  The  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Hal- 
lowell  Granite  Co.  who  were  much  the  lowest  bidders.  Your 
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Board  were  well  pleased  with  their  work  and  trust  the  Town 
is  also. 

STREETS. 

In  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  the  time  has  come  when  the 
best  interests  of  the  Town  will  be  subserved  by  having  this 
department  in  the  charge  of  a  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and 
we  would  recommend  that  the  Town  at  the  annual  meeting 
take  action  to  abolish  the  Board  of  Road  Commissioners.

The  Road  Commissioners  in  closing  their  accounts  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1891,  would  report  as  follows,  viz., 
that  while  the  appropriation  was  somewhat  larger  than  in 
past  years,  in  reality  we  did  not  have  as  much  money  to 
expend  on  roads,  on  account  of  having  so  much  snow  the 
past  winter  to.  remove. 

There  has  been  an  extra  amount  of  bridge  and  culvert 
work  this  year;  the  new  planking  at  East  Saugus  is  a  con- 
tinual expense  and  makes  quite  a  hole  in  the  appropriation, 
and  lessens  the  amount  for  roads. 

The  bridge  at  Byron  Hone's  mill,  which  was  in  a  very 
decayed  and  unsafe  condition  has  been  replaced  by  a  new 
one,  with  much  larger  stringers  than  before,  making  it  a 
firm  and  substantial  bridge. 

Hawkes'  Hill  has  been  put  in  excellent  condition  the  past 
season,  with  new  railings  on  the  sides,  and  a  few  trees 
removed ;  if  a  few  more  could  be  cut  down  it  would  benefit 
the  hill  by  letting  in  the  sun  to  dry  the  mud  and  frost,  for 
while  we  enjoy  the  shade,  we  much  more  admire  the  bright 
sunshine. 

uThe  Row,"  so  called,  under  the  present  management,  has 
been  put  in  very  fair  condition,  compared  to  what  it  has 
been  in  former  years  ;  we  hope  to  see  the  good  work  continue. 

The  hill  in  Cliftondale  has  been  much  improved  the  past 
year,  though  there  is  room  for  more  improvement ;  every 
little  helps  and  another  cut  would  be  very  satisfactory  to 
the  residents  of  the  hill. 

The  roads-  throughout  the  town  in  general  are  in  a  fair 
condition,  although  they  need  constant  repairs  and  looking 
after  to  keep  them  so. 
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There  have  been  quite  a  number  of  streets  accepted  the 
last  few  years,  and  they  all  help  to  increase  the  expenses,  all 
need  more  or  less  looking  after,  so  if  you  wish  to  keep  up 
our  name  of  having  the  best  roads  there  are  in  the  country, 
you  must  keep  up  the  appropriation.  One  sure  symbol  of 
success  is  good  roads,  (give  us  good  roads)  and  if  you  wish 
to  curtail,  don't  do  so  on  the  roads. 

In  view  of  the  expenses  of  the  past  year  and  of  the  needed 
improvements  of  the  next,  we  would  recommend  the  appro- 
priation of  14,000  for  the  expenses  of  the  current  year. 

We  would  also  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $500  extra 
for  sidewalks.

Report  of  Water  Commissioners. 


At  the  Annual  March  Town  Meeting  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  was  appropriated  to  extend  our  water 
pipes  in  Felton  street  and  Park  avenue. 

At  another  Town  meeting  called  Oct.  9,  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  to  further 
extend  our  water  pipes  through  certain  streets  in  Cliftondale 
and  the  centre  of  the  Town. 

The  Water  Commissioners  have  attended  to  this  duty, 
and  so  far  as  the  lateness  of  the  season  would  allow,  the 
pipes  have  been  laid  ;  leaving  certain  streets  in  Pleasant 
hills  and  on  Baker's  hill  to  be  laid  early  in  the  spring. 

Previous  to  this  season  all  our  water  pipes  have  been  ce- 
ment lined,  but  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  such 
pipes  so  late  in  the  season,  it  was  decided  to  lay  the  pipes  in 
Adams'  avenue,  Cliftondale  avenue  and  High  street,  of  cast 
iron,  which  was  done.  All  the  pipes  laid  in  Columbus  ave- 
nue and  a  portion  of  Emory  street  were  laid  of  cast  iron  for 
the  same  reason. 

The  pipes  laid  in  Felton  street  were  purchased  of  the 
Town  of  Melrose,  and  laid  by  the  City  of  Lynn,  but  with 
this  exception,  all  our  water  pipes  have  been  laid  this  season 
by  Messrs.  Goodhue  &  Birnie,  of  Springfield,  at  substantially 
the  same  prices  as  they  received  in  1887.

TRUSTEES'    REPORT. 

As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  Librarian's  report,  the 
popular  interest  in  our  Public  Library,  as  shown  by  the  contin- 
ued increase  in  the  yearly  circulation,  is  unabated. 

We  regret,  however,  that,  owing  to  the  small  amount  re- 
ceived from  the  Dog  Tax,  during  the  past  year,  the  number 
of  volumes  added  was  considerable  less  than  in  the  previous 
year,  and  we  feel  confident,  that,  had  as  large  an  increase 
been  made  it  would  have  resulted  in  a  much  more  extended 
use  of  the  books. 

In  making  the  addition,  it  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Trustees 
and  the  Book  Committee,  to  pursue  the  same  policy  as  in  the 
past,  and,  while  furnishing  a  good  proportion  of  fiction,  at 
the  same  time  to  add  a  sufficient  amount  of  standard  works 
to  make  the  growth  of  our  Library  as  nearly  uniform  as  pos- 
sible in  the  different  departments  of  literature. 

As  the  circulation  grows  larger,  the  calls  for  new  reading 
matter  is  constantly  increasing,  and,  in  order  that  it  may 
be  supplied  it  is  imperative  that  larger  additions  be  made  to 
the  Library  in  the  future,  than  during  the  past  year,  and  we 
earnestly  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $250,  in  addition  to 
the  amount  which  will  be  received  from  the  Dog  Tax,  be  ap- 
propriated for  the  purchase  of  new  books,  during  the  coming 
year. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity,  and  means,  to  thank  all 
friends  who  have  contributed  books  and  magazines  during 
the  past  year,  and  to  the  local  press  for  publishing  lists  of 
additions  made  to  the  Library.

The  whole  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  year  was 
twenty-three.

house;  two,  illegal  liquor  selling:  one,  non-support  of 
family;  two,  malicious  mischief.  Search  warrants  served 
during  the  year  were  four  ;  of  this  number  liquor  was  found 
in  three  places.

Report  of  Board  of  Health. 


The  action  of  the  town  at  its  annual  meeting  in 
relation  to  the  election  of  a  Board  of  Health'  was  found 
to  be  illegal;  the  names  not  being  placed  on  the  ballot,  as 
provided  for  by  the  statutes.  As  in  the  absence  of  legal 
election,  the  selectmen  are  by  law  required  to  act  as  a 
Board  of  Health,  your  board  considered  it  would  be  the 
desire  of  the  citizens  that  they  so  act  rather  than  call  a 
special  meeting  for  another  election  and  thus  cause  the  town 
expense. 

The  Board  organized  with  Mr.  Edward  Brewer,  chairman  ; 
Mr.  diaries  Florence,  secretary,  and  M.  V.  Putnam  ap- 
pointed clerk. 

The  number  of  contagious  diseases  reported  during  the 
year  are  as  follows:  Diphtheria,  16;  scarlet  fever,  24; 
typhoid,  1 ;  measles,  4. 

Many  complaints  being  made  to  the  Board  regarding  the 
keeping  of  swine  in  the  town,  the  Board  on  investigation 
found  that  quite  a  number  of  the  citizens  and  others  were 
not  only  making  a  business  of  keeping  swine,  but  were 
bringing  swrill  from  the  surrounding  cities  and  towrns,  carting 
it  through  our  streets,  creating  thereby  a  dangerous  and 
obnoxious  nuisance.  So  serious  had  this  become,  your 
Board  found  it  necessary  to  take  very  stringent  measures, 
and  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  those  measures  proved 
effective,  and  the  town,  now  free  from  this  nuisance,  we  be- 
lieve can  be  kept  so  by  the  enforcement  of  our  by-laws. 

We  have  also  been  called  upon  to  abate  numbers  of  other 
nuisances,  which  we  have  dealt  with  as  impartially  and 
fairly  as  possible.

The  increase  in  taxable  property  above  that  of  last  year  is 
in  real  estate,  179,758,  personal  property  137,021,  total 
$116,779.  This  is  a  much  better  showing  than  was  antici- 
pated at  the  beginning  of  the  tax  year.  The  average  increase 
for  the  last  three  years  is,  in  round  numbers,  $112,500. 
,  This  steady  gain  in  taxable  property  has  been  the  means 
of  gradually  reducing  the  rates,  showing  a  healthy  and  pro- 
gressive state  of  things ;  such  facts  and  figures  as  the  above 
must  be  gratifying  to  our  taxpayers.  It  is  generally  con- 
ceded that  a  low  tax  rate  serves  as  an  incentive  to  capitalists 
to  invest  their  money  in  towns  where  low  rates  of  taxation 
prevail.  Such  being  the  fact,  the  town  should  practice 
economy  to  a  reasonable  extent,  and  the  citizen  taxpayer 
should  oppose  any  unnecessary  or  useless  expenditures,  so 
that  a  further  reduction  in  our  tax  rates  may  be  assured. 

In  searching  the  records,  three  pieces  of  marsh  and  nine 
house  lots  were  discovered  that  had  escaped  taxation  for 
several  years. 

Seven  lots  were  also  found  that  had  been  taxed  for  a 
number  of  years  to  the  supposed  owners,  which  were  traced 
to  the  real  owners,  who  were,  and  have  been  assessed  for 
them  and  the  taxes  paid. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  assessors  that  there  is  other  prop- 
erty remaining  untaxed,  to  bring  to  light  would  require 
further  investigation  and  searching  of  records ;  for  this 
reason  the  assessors  would  recommend  that  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  March  next,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  be  granted, 
to  be  used  for  that  purpose,  if  needed. 

Also  a  like  sum  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  plans  of  cer- 
tain portions  of  the  town.  Several  plans  of  new  territory 
recently  laid  out  into  streets  and  house  lots,  have  been 
secured.  Others  are  needed,  in  the  absence  of  which  the 
assessors  have  had  to  rely   upon   their  own  judgment,  and 
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such  knowledge  as  could  be  obtained  from  others,  who  were 
often  the  owners  and  not  always  free  to  impart  the  desired 
information. 

Of  the  $100.00,  by  the  assessors  supposed  to  have  been 
voted  by  the  town  for  the  purpose  of  looking  up  land  titles 
and  untaxed  property,  $23.17  has  been  expended.  By  this 
means  owners  of  property  heretofore  untaxed  have  been 
identified,  and  a  profit  to  the  town  secured. 

A  Repository  for  the  better  preservation  of  plans  of 
streets,  house  lots,  etc.,  has  been  obtained  at  a  cost  of 
$25.00.  Two  other  items  of  expense,  amounting  to  $9.39 
may  be  added,  making  the  total  expenditure  in  this  depart- 
ment of  $57.56. 

The  Assessors  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  have  endeav- 
ored to  be  just  to  all  in  their  discrimination  of  values.  It  is 
not  always  an  easy  matter  to  get  at  the  exact  cost,  or  true 
valuation  of  taxable  property,  especially  buildings,  and  for 
the  information  of  those  who  entertain  the  opinion  that  real 
estate  should  only  be  assessed  for  three-fourths  of  its  value 
we  would  say  it  is  a  mistaken  idea.  The  law  requires  that 
all  property  shall  be  assessed  at  a  fair  cash,  or  market  value, 
giving  reasonable  time  to  dispose  of  the  same,  a  forced  sale 
not  to  be  considered  as  fair  and  equitable. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  Auditor's  Report  that  the  sum  of 
$300.00,  set  apart  for  the  Assessors'  salary,  has  been  insuffi- 
cient to  meet  the  expenses  of  their  department. 

Since  the  Valuation  Book  of  1889  was  published,  a  large 
proportion  of  the  taxpayers  have  applied  for  individual  tax 
lists,  all  of  which  have  been  rendered  upon  application. 

During  the  past  year  a  large  amount  of  property  belonging 
to  residents  has  changed  to  non-resident  owners,  who  have, 
with  few  exceptions,  called  for  assessors'  valuation,  or 
divided  tax  bills.  These  requests  in  all  cases  have  been  com- 
plied with. 

Nearly  every  day  letters  requiring  answers  have  come  to 
hand,  either  by  mail,  or  through  the  collector,  relating  to 
taxes    and   property.     In   many  cases  information  obtained 
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from  these  sources  was  of  considerable  importance  to  the 
assessors. 

By  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  assessors' 
duties  multiply  and  increase  each  year  in  proportion  to  the 
gain  in  population  and  taxable  property,  which  will  require  a 
proportionate  increase  of  salary,  that  a  fair  compensation 
may  be  afforded  for  services  rendered. 

In  accordance  with  the  By-LaAvs  of  the  Town  of  Saugus, 
the  Assessors  would  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $400  to 
meet  the  estimated  expenses  of  their  department  for  the  year 
1892.

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APPROPRIATION. 

Tq  avoid  a  deficit  we  shortened  the  Fall  Term,  and  made 
it  fourteen  instead  of  fifteen  weeks.  This  necessitates  the 
adding  of  one  week  to  the  Spring  term  to  make  the  school 
year  ending  next  June  thirty-eight  weeks.  By  this  change 
the  divisions  will  be:  Fall  term,  fourteen  weeks;  Winter 
term,  twelve  weeks  ;  Spring  term,  twelve  weeks.  Had  we 
made  the  Fall  term  fifteen  weeks,  as  heretofore,  instead  of 
an  unexpended  balance  of  $111.20,  there  would  be  a  deficit 
of  some  $80.00. 

The  appropriation  for  the  past  year  of  $9,000.00  is  the 
same  it  was  three  years  ago,  when  the  current  expenses  of 
the  schools  were  considerably  less  than  at  present.  Within 
this  period  we  have  established  one  more  intermediate  school 
and  the  increase  of  pupils  in  most  of  the  grades  has  called 
for  larger  expenditures  for.  text  books.  Only  by  rigid 
economy  have  we  kept  within  the  limit  of  the  appropriation. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  town  should  appropriate  $9,500 
for  school  expenses  the  present  fiscal  year.  This  sum  would 
not  provide  for  repairs  on  school  houses,  or  outlays  other  than 
for  teachers'  and-  janitors'  salaries,  fuel,  text  books,  and  the 
usual  costs  of  maintaining  the  schools. 

The  percentage  of  this  appropriation  on  the  amount  of 
taxable  property  in  town  will  be  less,  than  four  mills— -equal 
to  about  one  cent  on  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

SCHOOL     HOUSES. 

Present  and  prospective  increase  of  population  clearly 
indicates  the  necessity  for  more  school  accommodations  in 
the  near  future.  In  East  Saugus  there  is  an  unfinished  room 
which,  when  furnished,  will  serve  the  need  in  that  ward  for 
some  time  to  come,  but  in  Wards  Two  and  Three  there  will 
need  to  be  outlays  in  school  buildings  very  soon.  The  wise 
policy,  we  think,  will  be  to  begin  when  the  present  needs  are 
greatest  and  make  provision  for  school  accommodations  for  at 
least  ten  years.  When  new  buildings  are  erected,  or  additions 
are  built  upon  old  houses,  the  cost  of  making  more  or  less 
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rooms,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  putting  in  a  system  for  heat  and 
ventilation,  is  comparatively  small.  A  house  when  built,  or 
reconstructed  by  additions,  may  be  contrived  so  as  to  leave 
unfurnished  rooms  which  may  be  utilized  from  time  to  time 
to  meet  necessities  as  they  arise,  and  the  whole  be  under  one 
system  of  heating  and  ventilating. 

The  two  Primary  grades  in  Cliftondale  and  the  Primary 
grade  in  East  Saugus  are  overcrowded.  In  East  Saugus,  as 
we  have  said,  there  is  an  additional  room  which  may  be  fur- 
nished at  any  time,  but  in  Cliftondale  all  the  rooms  are  occu- 
pied. In  Miss  Newhall's  room,  in  the  Fall  term,  sixty-seven 
pupils  were  enrolled,  and  at  many  sessions,  in  pleasant 
weather,  sixty-two  or  three  were  present.  This  large  num- 
ber not  only  crowded  the  room,  but  made  it  impossible 
for  the  teacher  to  do  her  best  work,  dividing  her  time  among 
so  many,  and  more  especially  as  our  schools  have  three 
classes  in  a  room.  Forty  pupils  is  the  maximum  number 
which  any  teacher  in  a  Primary  grade  should  be  responsible 
for.  It  is  a  conclusion  of  good  sense,  apart  from  practical 
tests,  that  the  care  and  instruction  of  thirty  or  forty  pupils 
at  this  tender  and  restless  age,  are  all  that  any  teacher,  un- 
aided by  an  assistant,  should  have  under  her  charge. 

But  not  only  are  we  confronted  by  the  present  overcrowded 
condition  of  the  school,  for  it  is  probable  to  calculation 
drawn  from  the  School  census  taken  last  May,  that  next 
September  may  meet  us  with  seventy-Hve  pupils  knocking  at 
the  door.     The  alternative  is  another  room  for  this  school. 

Here  again  we  are  fronted  by  the  larger  problem,  that 
the  Grammar  school  in  this  building  is  also  outgrown.  Cal- 
culating from  the  number  now  in  the  grade,  and  the  numbers 
of  the  first  classes  in  the  two  Intermediate  schools,  there  may 
he  some  sixty  to  seventy  pupils  next  September — a  number 
which  the  room  cannot  accommodate.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  this  school  is  now  replenished  from  year  t<>  year 
by  two  Intermediate  schools.  Again,  the  alternative  will 
soon  be  another  or  a  larger  room  for  the  Grammar  grade. 
And  the  room  in  this  building  occupied  by  the  Intermediate 
pupils  is  also  about  full,  and,  if  the  population  shall  continue 
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to  increase  in  the  ratio  of  recent  years,  it  will  not  long  meet 
the  demands. 

It  seems,  therefore,  imperative  that  ampler  and  more  suita- 
ble accommodations  should  be  provided  for  the  schools  in 
this  part  of  Ward  Three.  Either  a  new  house  should  be 
erected,  or  the  present  structure  enlarged,  with  a  modern 
system  of  heating  aiid  ventillating,  and  so  equipped  as  to 
answer  the  demands  of  the  day  for  years  to  come.  Without 
enlargement,  the  building  needs  a  thorough  repairing,  refit- 
ting, and  in  some  of  the  rooms  refurnishing,  which  would  be 
quite  expensive.  We  shall  make  estimates  and  be  prepared 
to  lay  propositions  before  the  town  at  the  next  annual 
meeting. 

LOWER     GRADES. 

Our  policy  as  a  town  should  be  to  keep  abreast  the  times 
in  matters  of  public  education.  Relatively,  our  town  is  well 
up  to  the  average  of  towns  in  the  Commonwealth.  Refer- 
ence to  tables  and  statistics  found  in  their  respective  places 
in  this  report,  show  that  we  compare  favorably  with  other 
towns  of  relative  importance.  Yet  we  are  not  satisfied  with 
results,  especially  in  the  lower  grades,  and' in  this  we  are  not 
exceptional ;  for  the  prevalent  opinion  among  educators  is 
that  the  instruction  which  culminates  in  the  Grammar  schools 
does  not  meet  the  demand  of  the  times  in  training  pupils, 
either  to  enter  the  higher  grades,  or  for  the  practical  service 
of  life.  This  defect  is  believed  to  be  not  so  much  in  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  teachers  as  in  the  courses  of  study.  This  ques- 
tion is  now  being  widely  discussed  by  various  educational 
associations  and  in  the  public  prints. 

It  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  statistical  parts  of  this 
report,  that  only  a  small  per  cent  of  the  pupils  pursue  their 
studies  beyond  the  Grammar  schools.  What  education  the 
much  larger  part  of  the  children  get  in  the  public  schools 
must  be  in  the  lower  grades,  and  by  the  time  they  are  four- 
teen or  fifteen  years  of  age.  We  believe  the  graduates  from 
our   Grammar  schools  compare  favorably  with  other  similar 
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schools ;  but  they  are  not  trained  as  well  as  we  wish   they 
were,  and  as  we  think  they  might  be. 

Recently  this  subject  of  w*  Reform  of  the  Grammar  School 
Curriculum,"  has  been  discussed  by  the  faculties  of  our  New 
England  colleges  at  their  annual  meeting.  They  formulated 
a  memorandum  of  "  Reform,"  which  will  be  again  discussed 
at  their  next  annual  meeting,  and  which  has  been  given  to 
the  press.  They  maintain  that  l%  the  Grammar  school  cur- 
riculum is  radically  wrong,  or  deficient."  It  is  not  our  pur- 
pose to  discuss  this  question  here,  only  to  call  attention  to  it 
that  our  citizens  may  have  an  eye  to  the  future  and  be  ready 
to  keep  step  with  all  sound  advance  movements  in  the  cause 
of  education. 

Some  pertinent  facts  have  been  elicited  by  the  discussion 
which  throw  light  upon  the  subject.  It  is  stated  on  authority 
that  uthe  ordinary  German  gymnasium  boy  of  fourteen  or 
fifteen  has  accomplished  a  great  deal  more  intellectual  work 
than  his  American  contemporary.  He  probably  knows  at 
least  as  much  about  Latin  as  our  boys  at  seventeen  or 
eighteen.  He  has  had  some  Greek  and  French.  He  has 
learned  a  great  deal  about  the  myths,  legends,  history  and 
prominent  personages  of  his  own  country,  together  with  its 
special  geography  ;  he  has  studied  geometry  and  algebra  ;  he 
has  learned  by  heart  more  masterpieces  of  his  native  litera- 
ture than  our  boy  ever  learns." 

In  the  above  quotation  it  will  be  observed,  the  compari- 
son is  not  between  American  and  German  grades,  but  be- 
tween boys  of  the  same  ages.  In  general  attainments  and 
mental  culture,  it  is  claimed  the  German  boy  is  some  two 
years  ahead  of  our  boy.  President  Dwight  of  Yale  concludes 
that?  "The  ordinary  boy  of  our  educated  families  lost,  in 
my  judgment,  under  the  old  system  of  education,  from  two 
to  three  years  out  of  the  seven  that  were  allotted  to  his 
earlier  studies." 

This  proposed  reform  proceeds  on  the  assumption  that  too 
much  time  is  spent  upon  grammar,  geography  and  arithmetic, 
Leaving  bul  scam  time  for  other  studies.  Pupils  get  weary 
of  inccssent   drill    in   these  branches,    which    ma\    !><•  so  con-

ducted  as  not  to  keep  the  mind  quick  and  alert,  but  moves  in 
ruts,  and  so  misses  enthusiasm,  which  kindles  and  is  kept 
aglow  by  passing  from  one  study  to  another — the  elements 
of  natural  science,  natural  history,  the  outlines  of  algebra, 
geometry  and  botany.  Parents  and  teachers  know  that  to 
keep  their  children  at  their  best,  they  must  be  interested  in 
their  work,  feel  the  inspiration  of  knowledge,  which  pushes 
ahead  for  more,  and  yet  more  knowledge.  This  is  a  health- 
ful state  of  mind,  and  within  proper  limits  is  conducive  to 
physical  health.  This  kind  is  not  over  work,  or  anxious 
work,  but  steady  application  to  pleasant  pursuit.  What  is 
done  by  German  boys  or  French  boys  or  boys  in  some  schools 
in  our  own  country,  may  be  clone  by  our  boys  in  general 
under  an  equally  favoring  system,  for  it  will  not  do  for  an 
American  boy  to  confess  inferiority  in  brightness  to  his  Ger- 
man or  French  contemporary.  We  are  speaking,  of  course, 
of  boys  in  those  foreign  schools,  and  not  of  some  pupils  of 
French  and  German  extraction  in  our  schools.  "But  the 
truth  is,  that  the  American  boy  is  not  willing  to  work  as 
hard  as  they — at  least  over  his  books.  A  school  committee 
man  of  long  experience  recently  said  :  '  Parents  are  mightily 
afraid  that  their  children  shall  overwork,  and  they  take  the 
children's  word  for  it  too.'  Says  Professor  D.  Collins  Wells, 
of  Bowcloin  :  c  Our  school  year  is  on  the  average  about  six 
weeks  shorter  than  the  German  year.  It  is  this  willingness 
to  be  trained  in  school,  and  use  of  the  best  methods  that 
makes  out  of  the  German  boys  the  greatest  scholars  the 
world  has  ever  known  and  the  most  successful  traders  of  the 
commercial  world.'  " 

With  over  ninety-two  per  cent  of  our  pupils  in  grades 
below  the  High  School,  we  feel  that  strong  emphasis  should 
be  laid  upon  the  relative  importance  of  so  conducting  these 
lower  grades  that  the  town  shall  secure  the  best  results  in 
the  expenditure  of  its  money  and  the  education  of  its  chil- 
dren. We  are  confident  that  the  town  sets  a  high  value  on 
education,  and  will  be  ready  to  advance  from  time  to  time  to 
adopt  the  best  methods.  Whatever  can  be  done  within  rea- 
sonable limits  to  educate  the  children  who  go  no  further  than

through  the  Grammar  schools  we  believe  will  be  done  heart- 
ily. We  hardly  dare  to  suggest  a  standard  so  high  as  that 
of  the  General  Court,  in  1647  :  "And  where  any  town  shall 
increase  to  the  number  of  a  hundred  families,  they  shall  set 
up  a  Grammar  school,  the  masters  thereof  being  able  to 
instruct  youth  so  far  as  they  may  be  fitted  for  the  Univer- 
sity." But  we  do  feel  that  the  nine  years  spent  in  Primary, 
Intermediate  and  Grammar  grades  may  be  so  used  that  chil- 
dren at  fourteen  or  fifteen  shall  be  well  instructed,  and  we 
see  no  reason  to  doubt  that  in  time  they  may  be  brought 
well  up  to  the  German  standard.  This  kind  of  advance  in 
the  next  ten  years  will  require  new  school  houses  and  more 
teachers.  No  moneys  economically  expended  will  yield  the 
town  better  returns  than  those  spent  in  maintaining  the  very 
best  system  of  education. 

HIGH     SCHOOL. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  increasing  attendance  and  the 
disposition  of  students  in  this  grade  to  persevere  and  take 
diplomas.  Of  the  eleven  who  graduated  last  June,  two  are 
taking  a  fourth  year  in  our  High  school,  and  six  others  are 
studying  in  other  schools.  The  record  of  attendance  has 
been  admirable.  The  enrollment  in  this  grade  of  from  seven 
to  eight  per  cent  of  the  average  membership  of  all  the  schools 
indicates  a  healthy  sentiment,  and  the  growing  purpose  of 
parents  and  pupils  to  avail  the  opportunity  and  privileges 
which  this  course  of  instruction  offers. 

Already  the  seating  capacity  of  the  room  is  utilized,  and 
if  the  ratio  of  increase  for  the  last  two  years  shall  continue, 
the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  larger  accommodations  will  be 
a  necessity.  Prospective  probability  of  increase  in  popula- 
tion leaves  no  reasonable  doubt  as  to  the  swift-coming 
necessity  for  increased  facilities  in  this  school. 

What  we  have  said  about  the  improvement  of  the  lower 
grades,  with  the  view  to  benefit  those  who  pursue  their 
studies  no  further  than  through  the  Grammar  schools,  applies 
with  equal  force  to  those  who  enter  the  High  school,  for  they 
will  go   better  developed,  and  with  ;i  training  in  English 
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studies  that  will  enable  them  to  go  ahead  in  advanced 
studies  with  facility,  and  attain  a  better  education.  Take 
care  of  the  lower  grades  and  the  higher  grades  will  take 
care  of  themselves. 

Careful  comparisons  convince  us  that  our  High  School 
is  above  the  average  of  High  schools  in  the  towns  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  that  the  percentage  of  attendance  is 
above  the  average  of  the  cities  and  towns. 

We  regret  that  the  illness  of  the  Principal  precludes  an 
annual  statement  from  him. 

SUPERINTENDENT    OF    SCHOOLS. 

We  were  disappointed  that  the  town  of  Rockport  with- 
drew its  proposal  to  unite  with  us  to  form  a  union  district, 
under  the  statute.  By  such  an  arrangement  we  should  have 
received  state  aid  and  have  had  the  benefit  of  a  superinten- 
dent half  of  the  time.  As  the  town  of  Rockport  solicited 
the  town  of  Saugus  to  form  the  union,  we  were  surprised 
that  they  suddenly  withdrew  after  we  had  taken  the  prelimi- 
nary steps  to  consummate  it  and  raised  the  money.  The 
limits  of  the  statute  providing  for  union  districts  with  state 
aid  is  now  passed,  as  our  valuation  has  risen  above  two  and 
a  half  millions. 

The  only  remaining  provision  to  form  a  union  district 
would  be  to  join  some  town  and  pay  half  of  the  cost,  which 
would  be  six  or  seven  hundred  dollars. 

We  call  attention  to  the  statistical  parts  of  this  report. 
Changes  in  teachers  and  comparative  standing  of  the  schools 
may  there  be  perused.  As  we  have  laid  strong  emphasis 
upon  the  necessity  of  improving  the  lower  grades,  we  take 
occasion  to  again  remind  parents  that  it  is  in  their  power 
greatly  to  facilitate  this  work.  When  they  insist  that  their 
children  shall  not  be  absent  or  tardy,  except  from  absolute 
necessity,  are  particular  to  know  that  they  do  not  "play 
truant"  and  refuse  u  excuses "  except  when  reasonably 
necessary,  they  will  do  much  to  eliminate  present  evils. 
Were  we  to  print  some  excuses  received  by  teachers,  giving 
reasons  for  absence  or  tardiness,  the  people,  we  fancy,  would 
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first  smile  at  their  trivialness,  perchance  ludicrousness,  and 
then  feel  indignant  that  there  is  no  higher  appreciation  of 
what  the  town  is  trying  to  do  for  their  children's  education. 
In  all  the  grades  the  parents  should  co-operate  with  the 
teachers,  be  persistent  in  requiring  constant  attendance, 
know  how  their  children  acquit  themselves  in  their  tasks, 
steadily  exercising  a  wholesome  influence  and  discipline  over 
them. 

Most  pupils  need  daily  care  to  keep  them  at  school  work. 
Now  and  then  there  are  exceptions,  born  aptitudes  and  im- 
pulsions to  study.  The  Scotch  have  a  proverb:  "God's 
bairns  are  eth  to  lar " — are  easily  instructed.  Such  pupils 
need  only  opportunity — schools  and  books  ;  they  push  along 
the  open  way  with  alacrity,  without  spur  or  precept.  But 
these  are  exceptions  ;  the  mass  are  not  born  geniuses.  The 
noble  men  and  women  who  fill  places  of  trust  and  honor 
were  kept  at  their  tasks  when  young  by  discriminating  par- 
ents, stimulated  day  by  day  by  watchfulness,  by  personal  in- 
fluence. If  you  look  into  encyclopedias,  you  will  see  that 
large  numbers  of  our  public  men,  and  men  who  occupy 
high  positions  in  the  business  world,  received  their  education 
in  the  common  schools,  many  of  them  pursuing  their  studies 
no  farther  than  through  the  Grammar  schools.  They  made 
good  use  of  their  opportunities,  in  many  in'stances  their 
mothers,  though  poor,  urging  them  on. 

We  commend  to  the  attention  of  parents,  teachers  and 
pupils  the  discussions  that  are  now  agitating  the  public  con- 
cerning the  reconstruction  of  courses  of  study  in  the  lower 
grades.  These  discussions  indicate  an  awakened  interest, 
the  purpose  to  improve  upon  the  present  methods,  the  clear 
conception  of  the  possibilities  that  are  within  our  grasp. 
The  best  schools  are  those  which  best  train  young  minds, 
quicken  perceptions  and  give  impetus  towards  true  manhood 
and  womanhood.  All  types  of  mind  are  found  within  our 
schools,  and  the  purpose  should  be  to  give  to  each  a  portion 
in  due  season.  What  are  called  the  smart  scholars  at  first 
are  often  outstripped  by  the  slower  and  more  awkward  ones. 
"  It   is  remarkable,"  observes  Whiteley,  "that  there  is  notli- 
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ing  less  promising  in  early  youth  than  a  certain,  full-formed, 
settled,  and  it  may  he  called  adult  character.  A  lad  who  has, 
to  a  degree  that  excites  wonder  and  admiration,  the  character 
and  demeanor  of  an  intelligent  man  of  mature  age,  will 
probably  be  that,  and  nothing  more,  all  his  life,  and  will 
cease  accordingly  to  be  anything  remarkable,  because  it  was 
the  precocity  alone  that  ever  made  him  so.  It  is  remarked 
by  greyhound  fanciers  that  a  well-formed,  compact-shaped 
puppy  never  makes  a  fleet  dog.  They  see  more  promise  in 
the  loose-jointed,  clumsy,  awkward  ones.  And  even  so,  there 
is  a  kind  of  crudity  and  unsettledness  in  the  minds  of  those 
young  persons  who  turn  out  ultimately  the   most  eminent."

I  have  not  had  time  to  see  the  results,  but  find  the 
scholars  interested  in  the  work,  and  everything  points  to  good 
progress.  It  would  give  me  pleasure  to  meet  the  parents  in 
the  school  room  to  witness  the  work. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  kindness,  and  the 
teachers  one  and  all  for  their  interest  in  my  work.
